Boston. Apiil 19—Tired and weaiy, 


Inspectors H.uris and Houghton arrived 
In Boston yesterday from their $5000 trip 
to Chili, where they went to secure F. T. 
Moore, the embezzling bank cleik, and 
.irter an impromptu reception to rela- 
lues and friends went to their homes. 


To the reporters the inspectors were 
lui.ility itdfeU, but they refused to al- 


n\ themselves to be quoted. 
It can be stated, however, that the 


i.en were dissatisfied.il) more ways than 


> ne. When they left Boston they ex- 
pected to have a vary pleasant trip at 
the expense of the government and brinff 
back their man. Hardly a man in the 
department but envied "their lot. In- 
stead they had a rather hard time of it 
almost from the start. 


According: to one of the officers, their 


troubles began when they left New 
York. They wer* just abput to sail, it 
will t« remembered, when Lawyer All In, 
Moore's counsel, boarded the boat, de- 
stioylng their peace of mind to a great 
extent. 


On the way to Central America the in- 


spectors had little intercourse with Mr. 
Alhn. They claim, however, that they 
had some difficulty in keeping their af- 
fairs to themselves, Mr. Allln, through 
the kindness of the stewards and other 
attaches of the, boat, being kept well 
posted. A few days out they were con- 
vinced that they were systematically 
watched, and Cegan to appreciate the 
fact that they were working against a 
man as shrewd as themselves, who had 
the advantage of knowing theropes bet- 
ter than they. 


ISien came the parting of the trio. Mr. 


Alhn left the Detectives on the steamer 
and by quick work caught an express 
boat for his destination before they had 
the slightest idea as to what was up. 


They were, then convinced that a hard 


task awaited tfeem.i'n Chili, for with tbe 
start he had, Mr. Allin had time to see

ment. They expected the waasn welcome 
from the dgiciars that is usually extended 
in such caSes. It was a oa.se, however, 
of first come first served, and it was the 
lawyer who was persona grata. 


Once in Chili they found another diffi- 


culty. Neither could teflc Spanish, nbr 
•was eSther a lawyer. Allin is a Spanish 
scholar. Again he had retained the clev- 
erest and most influential lawyer. And 
he also had created a good deal of sym- 
pathy for Moore. The people seemed to 
think that the young man was being per- 
secuted. 


Another and more serious handicap 


was the hostility of the populace against 
the American government. As its rep- 
resentatives, this feeling centred against 
them, while Allin, recognized as beipg 
"agin the government," was quite popu- 
lar. So strong was this opposition that 
a member o£ the American embassy 
•named them against going into out of 
the way places, and to keep pretty well 
under cover at night. When an Ameri- 
can warship arrived they felt consider- 
ably better. 


Of the fight in the courts they have 


little to say, except that the prisoner 
•w as given every advantage, and thai the 
decision in his favor was not due him. 
Prom the first they won but few of th« 
tilts with Allin. 


When the case was finally1 decided they 


were not very much disappointed, for 
they had seen and heard enough to con- 
vince them that their errand was in 
vain. 


The decision againet them had the ef- 


fect of making them more unpopular, and 
their troubles ended only when they 
sailed for home. 


Ordered Out by National Union.

O., the home of relatives, 
It was found that he was suffering from 
mental exhaustion. It is not likely that 
he will be able to attend the conference.

but-Few White Men Are Available.

man. 
The American, it appears, was 


flrunk and attacked the policeman, tak- 
ing away his club, thereupon the police- 


j man shot him dead. 
The policeman, a 


Fouth of 19, was dischaiged from the 
force, on the ground that fie was not 
Bt for such service, but the question still 
remains whether such young and inex- 
perienced persons should carry revolvers. 


Under the Spanish regime the police 


tvorked in pah s, thus rendering less like- 
ly a recourse to firearms. Many of th<3 
members of the present force are of 
slight physique, and would probably be 
unable to control an arrested person 
without the moral support of firearms 


Chief of Police Cardenas says. 
"If the 


physical requiremsnts of the police force 
are made more stringent, it may prove 
very difficult, and perhaps impossible, 
to get men who are up to the standard. 
In most cases, the Cubans, being small- 
er and of less robust physique, would fall 
short of the requisitions. 


"General Lmdlow made It an unwritten 


law that in Havana the negroes should 
be excluded from the police force, owing 
to the fact that a large majority of the 
population are whites, and also be- 
cause all the principal interests are con- 
trolled by the whites. 
Few Americana 


will stay on the force as at present con- 
stituted, in consequence of the low pay. 
In my Judgment, however, higher wages, 
by attracting a larger number of ap- 
plicants, might allow of a stricter ap- 
plication of physical tests. I think, also 
It would be well to estel'ish a gymnasium 
for the force. 


"So far as introducing the negro ele- 


ment is concerned, I fear it would lead 
to disagreements between white and 
black patrolmen, and I am confident tha 
townspeople generally would not show 
proper respect for negro police." 


Flag Law Held Unconstitutional. 


Chicago. April 19.—The 
Illinois 
su- 


preme court lias reversed the decision of 
the criminal court t" Cook county in 
the case of A Ruhstrat and John Myers, 
who were convictpd for using the United 
States flag for advertising purposes and 
fined $10 each, and remanded the case. 
The court held the act to be unconstitu- 
tional, in that it interferes with a man's 
personal liberty.

THE DEATH PENALTY 


The committee on judiciary of the 


state house of representatives has re- 
ported, eleven to "five, 
in favor of 


abolishing the death penalty. It is to 
be hoped the house will not see matters 
in the same weak light the judiciary 
commutee has been looking- at them. 
No doubt the passing of a law substi- 
tuting life imprisonment for 
death 


•svould be hailed all over the state by 
those whose mam business it is to spin 
fine theories of society out of their sen- 
timental make-up. But the passage of 
such, a law would mean the loss of that 
healthy vigor on which the safety of 
society depends far more than on the 
so-called humanity advocated by the 
sunshine and sugar-candy class. 


Murders are not accidents. They are 


studied crimes as a rule. The cost of 
committing- them is counted by the 
criminals. Probably no man ever com- 
mitted a premeditated murder without 
having dark visions of the scaffold, and 
it Is no argument against the deterrent 
power of the death penalty to contend 
that these visions of the scaffold do not 
prevent murders being1 committed. 


Side by side with the fear of the death 


penalty are the passions of the crim- 
inal and, above all, the hope of escape. 
Remove the hope of escape, make the 
law unfailingly swift and sure— some- 
thing which it is impossible to do—and 
the highest point of the deterrent in- 
fluence of the death penalty will have 
been reached. The criminal will then 
be face to face with the accomplishing 
of his murderous design at the expense 
of his own life. 
The escaping- of de- 


tection, the lotteries of trials anj the 
hundred and one things which permit 
murder to go unpunished have created 
the general impression that the mur- 
derer's chances of liberty are at least 
as great as the chances of detection 
and punishment. This impression has 
its influent."! upon the criminal class to 
the increase of crime. It is superfluous 
to state that the muid'-rcr does not sit 
down and figure out his fhances before 
he commits the crime, but it is very im- 
portant to remember that without any 
figuring or thinking at all he can pro- 
ceed to his crime foiling that he has 
very large and very favorable Chances, 


The supporters of the abolition of 


the 'death penalty will accent our ar- 
gument thu.s far and at this roint will 
jump at the: ponclusiw that the death 
penalty is of no use as a deterrent 
measure and DO should be abolished. 
This is uhere they make their error. 
Already we have the prevailing- im- 
pression that the murderer'? chanre of 
escape is good. Now, add to this im- 
pression that, if detection and con- 
viction follow the crime, the penalty 
to dread is only life imprisonment, not 
the most awful of all r>cnaltie», the 
penalty of death.

It was stated freely earlier in the 


campaign that South Africa was prov- 
ing a graveyard for military reputa- 
tions. While the statement was not 
true at the time it must now be ad- 
mitcd that there was something pro- 
phetic in it. The failure of Methuen 
at Magersfontein, the failures of Bul- 
ler on the Tugela, the failure of Gat- 
acre at Stormberg and recently in the 
Orange Free State, the failure of War- 
ren at Spion kop and numerous other 
lesser failures, all resulting- in heavy 
British casualties, have properly pre- 
pared the world as well as Great Brit- 
ain for the rather remarkable report 
of General Roberts. Gatacre has been 
recalled; Warren is reported to 'have 
been recalled, and it is believed there 
is nothing left for Buller to do but 
resign. The war among thfl generals 
instead of the war with the Boers will 
become the topic if the developments 
continue. 


"The problem of the moment"—a se- 


rious problem, according to Frederick 
Palmer, 
correspondent 
of 
Collier's 


Weekly—"is that raised by the presence 
of Archbishop Chapelle In the Philip- 
pines-. 
At his request the Spanish 


friars who have been rescued by the 
advance of our troops into outlying- dis- 
tricts are remaining- in ^iwn instead of 
returning to Spain. Now, when they 
take their constitutionals 
under the 


areca j>alms fit the Malecon at sunset 
they chat with something of the old- 
time spirit of the Spanish days. Thev 
are quite confident that through the in- 
terposition of Washington the arch- 
bishop will win out in the end in his 
argument with General Otis. The arch- 
bishop is committed to the return of 
the friars to the parishes from which 
they were evicted by the insurgents; 
the general is commuted to their retur^, 
to Spain. As you know, the Filipinos 
made the alleged extortion erf money 
from the natives and the alleged mis- 
use of office, even to the wronging of 
women, by the friars, the ground of 
their uprisings against the Spaniards. 
Aguinaldo made their expulsion or re- 
farm in their methods one of the con- 
ditions of his treaty of peace with the 
Spaniards before he retired to Hone 
Kong. At the present moment, nme- 
tenths of the parishes of the islands 
are without priests to celebrate u?ar- 
riages, bury the dead, or nerform the 
other functions of the Church. Many 
delegations visit the archbishop and 
many addresses are sent to him from 
various parts of the islands, praying 
that the people be not asked to receive 
the friars again. General Otis is con- 
vinced that to send them back by an 
order c^ the American government 
would lead to their assassination, in 
many instances, would (rive to the 
remnants of the rebellion a rallying 
cry, and would disaffect those portions 
of Luzon, which, if they are not friend- 
ly to us, are at least indifferent as to 
who rules them. On his side,, the arch- 
bishop thinks that they would be a 
power in strengthening and upholding 
the authority of' the United States 
through the very awe in which, at 
heart, the people hold the priestly robe 
and office as long as no mestizo azi- 
tator is about to delude them with 
fine words. He calls attention to the 
fact that there are not enough native 
priests for one-fifth of the churches. 
We have no American priests to spare. 
If we had, they would be helpless-bo- 
cause they would not know the lan- 
guage of their parishioners. Therefore, 
as lie views the situation, the only 
thing to do is to return the friars for 
the present and gradually supplant 
them by priests from own country. 
Meanwhile he and the general equally 
stubborn, are waiting for the home 
government to announce its decision. 
Possibly«the solution will be a plebis- 
cite of each parish as to whether it 
shall have its old padre back or not. 
This would be quite satisfactory to the 
local cresiclenles and headmen of bar- 
rios, who express no doubt of a nega- 
tive vote in nine cases out of ten."

There was a washout on the local 


branch of the Boston and Albany rail- 
road this morning, due to the high 
water, that delayed trains until late 
tuts afternoon, passengers being trans- 
ferred around.. There were no acci- 
dents, which is considered remarkable, 
as the 9. 25 passenger train south from 
this city had passed the place not over 
five minutes before the washout oc- 
curred. 


The washout occurred at 9.50 o'clock, 


and is located about 400 yards south of 
the Maple Grove station, just opposite 
the woolen mill of Clark, Graham and 
Company. It was first discovered by 
Daniel Rarrrick, whose house is nearly 
opposite the place. He notified 
the 


station agent at Maple Grove, who had 
just time to warn the freight train 
south that followed the passenger. The 
train returned to this city. 


The washout was about 20 feet wide, 


and 10 feet deep. It carried the earth 
of the embankment out from under the 
tracks, leaving the tracks 
standing. 


The water was rapidly wearing away 
the earth at each side of the washout, 
and left considerable track on each side 
in a dangerous condition. 
The cause of the washout was the high 
water in the river, which runs on the 
west side of the track. A stream flows 
down from the mountains east of the 
road, a-nd is carried through a culvert 
under the tracks at a point about 100 
yards south of the place where the 
washout occurred, running into the 
river. A hill on the east side of the 
road, makes quite a gorge beside the 
tracks. 


The high water this morning caused 


the river to back through this culvert, 
into the gorge, which rapidly filled with 
water. The level of the water rose till 
there was force enough to wear through 
the embankment of the road. Forcing 
itself through in a small stream first, 
it rapidly grew until the track was 
undermined. 


Division Roadmaster T. J. Sullivan 


of Westfield was notified, and with a 
wrecking train from Pittsfield reached 
the place -as quickly as possible. After 
noon the water lowered until the cul- 
vert was again able to carry most of it 
away, and work was begun at putting 
the track in safe condition by means 
of stringers across, ani a trestle built 
up from these. The 
officials 
at .2 


o'clock expected to have trains crossing 
the track by 3 or a little after. 


Mill Stopped by Waihont 


High water caused more trouble at 


Maple Grove early this morning, when 
the tail race at the woolen mill, that 
carries water to the wheel, was broken, 
about eight feet of the bank giving 
way. The water poured across Grove 
street, washing the road badly and 
filling the cellars of a number of tene- 
ments, before it reached the river. The 
mill was unable to start up this morn- 
ing, 
but the damage was repaired so 


that it could start this afternoon. 


DAMAGE IN THE CITS' 


There was more or less damage about 


this city as a result of the heavy rains 
of yesterday and last night, culmin- 
ating in the brief but hard storm this 
forenoon. The culvert on private prop- 
erty just south of Liberty street, a part 
of which under the street was caved in 
recently caved in last night, while an 
old culvert under the road in Brayton- 
ville opposite the Harrison place was 
destroyed. This culvert was built with 
a wood foundation many years ago and 
had rotted. 


There was a landslide into the glen 


on the Beaver road, and the Clay road 
was washed more or less. Traffic was 
not blocked in either place. 


A short bridge on the old county road 


leading from the notch to Adams was 
washed away, and will have to be re- 
built by the city. 


In a number of places through the 


city the roads settled, due to the frost 
coming out of the ground, aside from 
the places mentioned, no serious dam- 
age was reported.

THE TROYJISTRICT 


Interesting Report by Pre- 
siding Elder Griffin at First 
Session of Conference 


HIS FINAL REPORT AS ELDER 


Growth of the Work of the Churches 


in the District. Praise for Pastors 


and Societies. Dr. Griffin's 


Farewell to His Duties 


There was a large attendance at the 


opening of the Troy conference of the 
Methodist church in Troy yesterday, 
nearly all the ministers being- present. 
The roll call showed about MO on hand 
at the opening. The chief business of 
local interest on the first day was the 
report of Presiding Elder Griffin for 
the Troy district. 


Rev. Edwin Genge of \Vatervllet was 


re-elected conference secretary. Rev. 
J. A. Hamilton of this city was ap- 
pointed a member of the committee on 
missions, and Rev. Dr. J. W. Thompson 
of Pittsfield was made secretary and 
treasurer of che committee on the 20th 
century fund. It was decided to hold 
business sessions from 9 to 12 each 
morning. 


The report of the presiding elders 


were then called for. 
TJieee reports 


give an accurate idea of the work ac- 
complished by the various churches of 
the conference. Bishop Merrill intro- 
duced a new feature for the Troy con- 
ference- by asking the presiding elders 
to stand in front of the pulpit and state 
the condition in their resypective dis- 
tricts. 
The presiding' elders were 


closely questioned by the bishop and 
explained the manner of conducting 
various branches of the church work 
and the manrJer of making reports. 


Rev. Dr. Thomas A. Griffin presented 


the report for the Troy district, in 
which this city and Northern Berk- 
shire are included. H> spoke first of 
the deaths in the district, of which 
the following- are of local interest: 


September 25, 1899, J. Wesley Griffin, 


eldest son of the presidio? estder, died 
peacefully at the home of his parents 
in Troy. Old time friends of the 
household officiated at the funeral. The 
interment is in the family plat, Oak- 
wood, Troy. 


The parsnage at Cheshire, Mass., was 


shadowed on October 14, 1899,. by the 
removal of George Leslie, the lovely 
six years old son. at Rtev. and Mrs. Ar- 
thur B. Potter, who succumbed to 
malignant diphtheria. He is early 
crowned, and this is the solace of his 
parents in their bereavement. 


Alice May, the youthful wife of Rev. 


A. J. Higgins, passed to her heavenly 
rest, after a brief illness, at Benn.ng- 
ton, Vt., the home of her childhood, on 
March IS, 1900, leaving her earthly 
home desolated. 


Continuing he said: Aside from these 


instances of mortality, no serious visi- 
tation 
has- 
entered our parsonage 


homes. Nearl-^ all our ministers have 
enjoyed sufficient health to meet their 
responsibilities. 


Turning from these personal refer- 


ences, I am grateful to report that the 
spiritual state of the, district is one of 
general prosperity. The pastors, . as 
heretofore, have been quite generally 
engaged in special revival work during 
the winter. In very few instances have 
thfy called in aid other than obtained 
from tlifir brother pastors and the co- 
operation of their own people. Numer- 
ical results may not possibly appear as 
large as in some former years, but the 
net increase is good, and the churches 
are generally in a healthy condition. 


Our young people's societies are well 


organized throughout the district, I 
think the Epworth League Chapters 
will show an increase in membership,, 
•nhile the juniors may exhibit a slight 
decrease, largely to be accounted for by 
the severe weather of the later months 
of the conference year, affecting the 
attendance. While our organizations 
are numerous they are not mechanical. 
The breath of life is in them. These 
young people are among the most val- 
ued helpers of the pastors in their 
varied lines of work. 


After reviewing the work done by 


the Ladies' Aid and kindred societies, 
he said: It is well in these times of 
occasional comparison with the "form- 
ex days" and 
of disparagement to 


note and to remember that there is pro- 
ceeding in our age a steady course of 
unselfish and arduous work. Christ- 
like in its spirit, character and alms, in 
which the sisterhood of the church, ir- 
respective of age, is devotedly engaged, 
and the results of which the final day 
only will disclose. 


Dr. Griffin then spoke at length of 


the material growth of the district, in 
which the improvements at Cheshire 
and Willlamsto-wn were noted, and of 
ths 20th century offering' to liquidate 
church debts. He spoke at length of 
the celebration of the payment of the 
debt of the Oalton church, which was 
reported in tnis paper. In closing1 his 
report, Dr. Griffin said: 


In retiring from the supervision of 


this district I refer with gratitude to 
the favorable conditions which the 
Head of the Church has vouchsafed. 
My own health has been adequate to 
meet every engagement, not only such 
as are involved in the quarterly con- 
ferences, and such extra demands as 
come within the scope of the office, in 
these days of multiplied! and multiply- 
ing organizations, but vthe preaching 
and administration of the ordinances, 
from two to thre« times almost every 
Sabbath of each successive year. 


Though the moat rarnote charge in 


this compact district is not more than 
seventy miles distant tram the district 
parsonage-, yet the presiding Elder has 
traveled in the six years 21,113 miles on 
strictly official business. In the first 
five years we received 
4,363 proba- 


tioners and gained 531 members in full 
connection. 


The returns for this year are not now 


at hand, though they will furnish an 
addition. Attainable figures show we 
have expended In six years in building 
and Improvements $143,640 and in debt 
paying $40,434. We have contributed 
to missions not less than $41,000 aside 
from responses to extra appeals, while 
the claims of other benevolences have 
not been overlooked. 
Surely we may 


say in the dying wordfe of our Founder,' 
"The boat of all is, God Is with us." 


For the untfocm courtesy and kind- 


ness extended to me by my ministerial 
brethren, and the genial hospitality of 
their homes, and that of so many of the 
laity vouchsafed, I return my sincere 
thanks.

How the Trades Will Show the Methods 


of Their Work. Elaborate Equip- 


ment and Modern] Machines 


in Many Booths 


One of the most novel and interesting 


Sorma |of entertainment that North 
Adarns has ever had will be opened in 
Odd Fellows' hall Saturday evening, to 
last a week, in the form of the indus- 
trial exhibit and labor carnival pre- 
pared under the ausDiees of the Cen- 
tral Labor Union. Much has alreadv 
been, written of this event, but now 
that the plans are practically complet- 
ed, it is possible to tell more definitely 
what tho people may expect during the 
coming' week. 


The plan, as is well known, is to pre- 


sent to the public an opportunity to see 
in convenient form and on a small 
scale the various ooerattons used in 
the industries; of the city. For this 
purpose, 12 of the trades in the city 
will have booths, •.-» which will be 
shown the processes of their trades. 


The right hand s,ide of th& hall on 


entrance, will be given ui> to these 
booths. The left hand side will be de- 
voted to the booths of the local mer- 
chants and manufacturers who will 
make exhibits. Beginning at the door, 
and going- up the. hall on th« right 
hand side the trades will have their 
ekhibits in the following order: Cigar- 
makers, 
bakers, 
printers, 
weavers, 


hon-eshcfers, 
moulders, 
shoemakers, 


carpenters, 
bricklayers, 
painters, 


plumbers. On the left hand side of the 
entrance will be the bartenders. 


A sub-committee of three from each 


union has had in charge the prepara- 
tion of the exhibit from each, and plans 
have been made to furnish exhibits 
that will be interesting1 as well as In- 
structive. As far as possible the work 
done will result in the production of 
souvenirs that may be secured by vis- 
itors. 


The cigarmakers will manufacture 


cigars for sale in the hall, the nubile 
seeing the entire process. In order 
to do this the committee had to pro- 
cure a regular internal revenue license, 
and secure a cigar factory number, so 
that it will be in, reality a small inde- 
pendent factory. 


The bakers will make fancy cakes, 


coffee, sandwiches, etc., doing the mix- 
ing in view of the public and usins: the 
kitchen that opens from the hall for 
the baking. The booth will also turn 
out what is expected to be the largest 
loaf of bread ever baked in North. 
Adams, and will make the huge cake 
that is to go as one of the prizes for 
the winner of the Cakewalk at the car- 
nival Friday night. 


The printers will have one of the
